Who ‘Owns 
These Birds? 


By A CHINA MAIL 
REPORTER 


There are still no. claimants 
for the two homing 
pigeons which landed on a 
ship 50 miles north-cast 
of Taiwan a few days ago 
and which aro now in the 
custody of the Socicty for 
the Prevention of Cruclty 
to Animals. 

Mr H. M. Howell, Sceretary of 
the Soviety, told the China Mall 
this morning that he had written 
to the Military Pigeon Asvocla- 
tion in Taipel by airmail ycoter- 
day. 

In his letter, he said, he gave 
the Taipel association the num- 
bers of the twa pigeons and 
asked them if they have any 
claimants, 


Exhausted 


Mr Howell sald the birds were 
probably on nt fight from ‘Tokyo 
to Taipel and had run futo a 
strong head-wind or’ even oa 
storm before they became ex- 
hausted and landéd on the ship. 

he distance frem Tokyo to 
Taipel is over 1,400 miles. There 
are a few islands in’ between 
but they are not on the beeline. 

Mr L, B. Poon, Seeretary of 
the Hongkong Pigeon Associntion 
caid this morning that a well 
trained ‘bird can normally fly a 
distance of 300 miles overland. 

If the flight is over water, and 
non-stop, the pigeon would grow 
i less confident of Itself and might 
be able to fly only a third of that 
distance. 

During the flight, there are 
the dangers of attack from 
stronger and biguer birds, he 
sald. , 

Found Injured 

As a matter of fact, one of 
the two pigeons in Mr Howell's 
care was found injured In the 
stomach when handed ever, Mt 
Poon said. > 

Only on rare occasions do 
pigeons fly  distunces of more 
thon 1,000 miles, he added, and 
then it must come down from 
lime fo time for rest and water. 
It takes obcwt a wees ty do 
1,000 miles, he said, 

Mr Poon sald the world's re- 
vord distance overland covered 
hy a pigcon was held by a bird 
belonging to the Duke of 


Wellington. 

The Duke released his bird 
frem Ichabs Isle in south-west 
Africn. It Inter arrived in Nine 
Elms, London, after 55, days. 

The beeline between the two 
points was 5,400 miles but it 
was said.that the bird could 
net fly across the Sahara 
Desert, and made a detour that 
brought the total distance up 
fo 7,000 miles, 


150 Miles 


The date of the record. was 
June 1, 1845. 

The longest distance over 
water covercd by a pigcon was 
150 miles flown by a pigeon 
reltased from en Allied warshtp 
fo reach land during the First 
Werld War, Mr Poon sald, 

The world's pigeon racing 
record is 500 miles—for world 
champion birds only, Mr Poon 
added.

The Tourist Industry 
—str-—The-Tourist—Assoclation | 
held its annual mecting on 
Wodnesday but their report tells 
one very Little and as for. the 
facis and figures most local 
people connected with =the 
travelling public would be very 
interested to know where they 
cnme from. 

Certainly I don't believe the 
hotels would agree with them, 
After all, if there is an obun- 
dance Of tourlsts.and shortage 
of holely then why is everyone 
scrambling for bookings, not 
only pirating confirmed bookings 
from other hotels at the airport, 
arianging to have their connec 
tlons check the alr manifest, 
enlisting the ald of employees of 
certaln nirlines and even their 
nir hostesses on the plane itscif 
in the desperate rush to obtain 
bookings, at the expense of other 
hotels? 

During the existence of the 
Tourist Agsociallon, no attempt 
ha, been made to find out frem 
the pcople whose livelihood it 
is, what exactly thay want the 
Tourist Association” to do for 
them. The obvious way would 
have ‘been to have formed the 
various units connected with 
travel into committees, and each 
would then have reported via ao 
spekesman to the © Exccutive 
Director on the necds of the 
porucular ¢ectlon and thus co- 
ordinated into a comprehenstve 
pleture, 

The inference being that the 
Executive Director appears to 
consider his job to be one of 
publicity locally and abroad and 
nothing to do with oranisa- 
;Honal cecmmitmonts. 

We hear the Executive Direc- 
tor echoing the cries of certain 
airlines for bigger and Actler 
hotels... Most hotels in Hong- 
kong are never fully booked ex- 
cept for four months a year, and 
even then have probably 10 per 
cent room vacancics at the end 
of cach day. The rest of the year 
a fow hotels have about 30 per 
cent vacancies, and the rest 50 
per cent vaeaneles or cven 
thigher thom that. 

Normal hotel investment Is de- 
signad to get your money bsck 
over 30 years. The terrific 
salesmanship carried out by air- 
lincs of the Tourist Association 
{s' indeed dangerous ond it Is 
'nusleading the public, cepecially 
those who belicve them. 

We hear of rich tourists. As 
far as can be seen the bull of 
the tourists who come to Hong- 
kong cre American, of the kind 
who have saved up for a trip 
round the world before retire~ 
ment and are travelling on a 
strict budget. Hongkong is in- 
cluded in their itinerary as 
cheap “shopping centre." They 
stay here two or three days, 
mostly at the least expensive 
hotels they can find. It is only 
a bed they want, not luxury 
hotels. Americans have realised 
that the price you have to pay 
in the United Stgtes docs not 
have to be paid elsewhere. At 
the high price of land in the 
Colony, the rates they. wish to 
pay wouldn't give much return 
on capital outlay, by stock 
market levels, 

As a lover of . Hongkong, I 
have to admit that J cannot sce 
what Hongkong sjhas to offer the 
rich tcurist, that he cannot from 
a pleasure point of ‘view obtain 
nearer home. He would hardly 
come half way round the world 
for cheap shopping. If he 
should come, he will be cn one 
of these crulses but with few 
exceptions, he Uves on board. 

Perhaps the taxpayer and all 
those interested in the tourist 
business might require that the 
Executive Dircetor and the 
Tourist Association will in 
fulure perform their function in 
a practical way, 

And please Jet's have jess 
prophetic ullerances’ from the 
Executlve: Director unti he hoe 
discovered the slze of the prob-.
